The inventions listed as Groups l-V do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The alleged special 
technical feature is a sulfur containing composition. Sulfur containing compositions are 
old and known in the art. Sulfur itself is a 'sulfur containing' composition. Further, the 
amino acids cysteine and methionine are known amino acids. Therefore, the alleged 
special technical feature does not contribute over the prior art and does not constitute a 
true special technical feature according to PCT Rule 13.1. 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention.
